Whole  number  of  books  circulated  duriu^^  the  year,  six 
hundred  and  ninet.y-three,  (693).  Of  this  number  two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  (225),  were  from  the  "Ingalls  Library."

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  INGALLS 
MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

From  January  31,  1921  to  January  31,  1922 


The  reports  of  both  the  Ingalls  Memorial  Library  and  the 
West  Rindge  Branch  Library  show  a  greatly  diminished  circu- 
lation for  the  last  five  years.  This  is  not  surprising,  under  the 
existing  circumstances,  i.  e.,  a  dwindling  population  and  at  the 
Branch  Library  a  very  limited  number  of  new  books  for  the 
last  three  years,  due  to  lack  of  space  on  the  shelves.  The  con- 
ditions at  both  libraries  make  it  seem  advisable  to  place  be- 
fore the  town  the  problems  confronting  the  Trustees,  although 
it  may  be  impossible  at  present  to  accede  to  the  request  for  an 
appropriation  to  carry  out  the  much  needed  improvements. 

The  four  thousand  volumes  now  on  the  shelves  should  be 
re-catalogued  by  the  Dewey  system,  by  means  of  a  card  cata- 
logue. It  is  the  only  proper  method  for  a  library  of  this  size. 
It  allows  for  expansion  without  the  necessity  of  constant  sup- 
plements and,  once  installed,  can  be  easilj''  kept  in  order. 

The  installation  would  necessitate  the  employment  for 
some  weeks  of  a  trained  cataloguer,  the  purchase  of  a  cabinet, 
table,  etc.,  costing  for  the  Ingalls  Library  alone  probabl}^  not 
less  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  West  Rindge  Branch  should  be  catalogued  in  the 
same  way  and  Miss  Ware  would  assume  the  expense.  It  has 
been  for  two  years  so  overcrowded  that  it  has  been  possible  to 
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add  only  ;i  few  l)()()ks  at  a  tinio,  with  the  natural  roKult  that 
Ihcrc  is  niucli  less  demand  for  books  and  the  i)atrons  of  the 
Hraiicli  Library  arc  obli<i('(l  to  n.S(!  Wio  iii<^all,s  Library  larfj^ely, 
instead  of  their  own. 

It  is  Miss  War(»'s  wish  to  transfer  to  the  Jn^^alls  Library 
tlie  overflow  t'roin  the  West  Rindge  Branch,  but  it  would  cause 
endU\ss  confusion  to  do  so  until  the  card  catalo<^ue  system  can 
be  established.  From  this  it  can  be  readily  understood  that  the 
addition  of  many  books  at  West  Rindge  is  impossible  until  this 
change  is  made. 

The  Trustees'  realize  fully  the  difficulties  of  a  larger  ap- 
propriation at  the  present  time,  but  they  feel  that  an  increase 
of  fifty  dollars  each  to  the  salaries  of  the  Librarian  and  Jan- 
itor should  be  made  without  further  delay,  in  view  of  their 
faithful  services  and  the  general  increase  of  living  expenses 
since  this  library  was  first  started.  The  Trustees  request  the 
usual  appropriation  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  regular 
expenses.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kiiidge : 

I  submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report,  this  beiiifi'  the 
eighteenth  of  the  series  under  district  supervision. 

The  opening  of  the  schools  in  September  found  a  some- 
what smaller  enrollment  at  West  Rindge  than  the  previous 
year,  due  to  the  renioval  of  the  sawmill  that  had  been  in  op- 
eration for  several  months,  but  the  average  membership  for 
the  term  showed  a  net  increase  of  two  over  last  year's  mem- 
bership. The  grammar  school  at  the  Center  showed  a  net  in- 
crease of  four,  the  primary  school  of  two  and  the  East  Rindge 
school  a  net  loss  of  one.  The  larger  total  enrollment  for  last 
year  was  due  to  the  short  time  attendance  of  a  number  of  pu- 
pils who  were  enrolled  on  the  register  but  stayed  in  town  only 
a  few  weeks. 

The  schools  at  Rindge  Center  were  fortunate  in  retaining 
the  services  of  Miss  Germaine  and  Mrs.  Hoyt,  who  obtained 
excellent  results  both  in  w^ork  and  discipline  last  year. 

At  the  request  of  a  number  of  parents  work  has  been  of- 
fered in  the  grammar  school  for  pupils  who  received  their  dip- 
loma from  the  eighth  grade  last  year.  The  school  board  has 
made  it  plain  to  the  parents  that  this  is  not  an  attempt  to  carry 
on  officiall}^  a  ninth  grade,  since  such  a  grade  would  involve 
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(iualir\'iii;^'  I'or  one  ycni*  of  lii<ili  school  worl<,  for  vviiioh  we 
liMvc  licit  her  llic  room  nor  tlic  ('(jiiipincnl ,  as  our  schools  are 
MOW  siliiatcd.  'riic  work,  however,  has  been  arran^jed  so  that 
there  is  not  a  I'cjx't  it  ion  oi"  the  work  offered  last  year. 

All  the  <>rades  in  the  l)uil(liii«>'  at  tlie  Center  have  shown 
<»'()()d  iiil crest.  The  atteiidaiiee  lias  been  excellent  and  Ihere 
have  been  very  few  tardy  marks. 

West  l{ind<4'e  lost  Miss  ('ounihan  last  March  after  a  service 
of  nearly  four  years.  While  the  superintendent  and  school 
board  ret*'ret  losing-  a  teacher  of  the  ability  of  Miss  Counihan, 
it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  know  that  she  is  wanted  in  a 
larger  and  better  paying'  position,  where  she  can  live  at  home. 

For  the  remaining  weeks  of  the  school  year  we  secured 
Miss  Daisie  M.  Palmer,  a  teacher  who  had  previously  been  in 
charge  of  large  schools  in  New  York.  Excellent  results  were 
secured  in  this  school  last  year,  and  in  September  Miss  Susie 
A.  Maxwell  of  Antrim  took  charge  of  the  school.  She  seemed 
well  adapted  to  teach  the  lower  grades  and  the  work  of  this 
school  has  been  good. 

East  Rindge  has  been  the  most  difficult  position  in  town  to 
fill  with  a  satisfactory  teacher.  Last  year  the  results  were 
not  all  that  had  been  hoped  for,  and  during  the  summer  vaca- 
tion numerous  candidates  were  written  to  and  interviewed  re- 
garding the  position,  but  no  one  cared  to  consider  the  position 
until  a  few  days  before  the  school  opened.  At  that  time  a 
candidate  appeared  whose  experience  was  limited,  but  who 
appeared  to  be  well  fitted  for  such  a  position.  She  claimed  to 
desire  just  such  a  school  and  expressed  herself  as  satisfied  to 
carry  out  the  regulations  required  in  this  position. 

From  the  first  she  showed  an  utter  disregard  of  the  di- 
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rections  of  superintendent  and  school  board,  and,  upon  being 
criticized,  promptly  resigned. 

No  candidates  with  any  considerable  experience  were 
available  at  that  time,  but  the  teacher  secured  did  fair  work 
for  a  short  time  and  then  seemed  to  lose  interest  in  her  work. 
Instead  of  improvement  being  shown  conditions  became  very 
unsatisfactory  and  she  was  asked  to  resign,  which  she  did  at 
Thanksgiving  time. 

For  one  week  we  secured  as  a  substitute  Miss  McDowell 
of  Keene  Normal  School,  who  showed  what  a  really  trained 
and  interested  teacher  can  do,  even  in  a  few  days. 

Desirable  teachers  being  still  very  scarce  and  unwilling 
to  take  positions  away  from  the  railroad,  a  young  man  was  se- 
cured whose  papers  showed  fourteen  years'  experience  in 
private  school  work.  Two  weeks  in  this  school  was  enough 
to  demonstrate  that  so  far  as  elementary  grade  work  was  con- 
cerned, his  talents,  (if  he  had  any),  were  being  wasted.  Sev- 
eral visits  to  the  school  during  the  two  weeks  failed  to  dis- 
cover anything  being  done  right  or  any  suggestions  being  in- 
telligently carried  out. 

During  the  second  week  he  did  the  only  sensible  thing 
which  was  performed  during  his  brief  period  of  teaching.  He 
resigned. 

Mrs.  Louise  Busb}^  was  secured  during  the  Christmas  va- 
cation to  take  the  school  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and 
her  work  has  shown  excellent  results  in  spite  of  the  disorgan- 
ized condition  of  the  school  at  the  close  of  the  first  term.  Mrs. 
Busby  is  a  finely  educated  young  woman  who  has  had  ex- 
perience in  teaching  both  secondary  and  mixed  schools.  It  is 
sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the  improvement  thus  far  shown 
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will  coFitiimc  1  li rou'i'liout  the  remninin^  weeks  of  the  sehool 
yeai-. 

During-  tlu!  suiinner  vacation  the  buildin<?  at  Riiidj^e  ('en- 
ter was  i)aiiite(l,  and  tlu^  int(!rior  of  the  East  Kindle  sehool 
was  eleaned,  painted  and  put  in  excellent  condition. 

])r.  Emerson  of  Fitzwilliam,  with  the  district  nurse  from 
that  town,  has  been  through  the  several  schools  and  attended 
to  the  physical  examination  of  the  pupils. 

Rindge  is  today  paying  better  salaries  than  many  of  the 
larger  towns  can  afford  for  teachers,  and  should  attract  more 
trained  candidates.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  graduates  from  the 
New  Hampshire  normal  schools  will  be  interested  to  serve  one 
or  more  j^ears  in  the  schools  as  changes  take  place.  The  excel- 
lent results  obtained  by  the  teachers  at  Rindge  Center  and  at 
West  Rindge,  as  well  as  the  present  outlook  at  East  Rindge, 
prove  that  teachers  who  know  their  business  and  are  interested 
in  their  work,  are  worth  all  we  can  afford  to  pay,  while  un- 
trained and  inefficient  teachers  are  expensive  at  any  price. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  parents  will  take  a  greater  inter- 
est in  the  schools,  and  will  try  to  become  better  acquainted  with 
the  teachers,  and  that  the  teachers  wall  be  made  to  feel  that 
they  are  a  part  of  the  community. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  your  loyal  sup- 
port and  co-operation  in  whatever  we  have  attempted  for  the 
welfare  of  the  schools  of  Rindge.
